The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



While Schoppers (U.S. Patent No. 5,392,382) discloses a reactive planning system that 
automatically generates a universal plan for achieving specified goals. The universal plan is 
derived from a set of primitive and hierarchy of deductive rules governing operation of one or 
more actuators, and the specified goals. Schoppers does not teach grouping a plurality of 
actuators (implementation units) comprising at least one of the plurality of actuators or a 
plurality of actuator sub-modules, wherein each of the plurality of actuator sub-module includes 
at least one of the plurality of actuators; and other limitations related to these features in 
combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

And Tsuruta et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,299,287) discloses a problem solving system 
including apparatus for automatically decomposes a goal including subgoals, a subgoal into 
subsubgoals recursively. After recursively decomposing a goal, a strategy for direct execution is 
selected for the goal, which is directly executed by the strategy. Tsuruta does not teach a 
plurality of actuators grouped into a plurality of modules comprising at least one of the plurality 
of actuators or a plurality of a plurality of actuator sub-modules, wherein each of the plurality of 
actuator sub-module includes at least one of the plurality of actuators; and other limitations 
related to these features in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed 
invention. 

Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for allocating a system instruction to a plurality of actuators having all the claimed 
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features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: a plurality of actuators grouped 
into a plurality of modules comprising at least one of the plurality of actuators or a plurality of a 
plurality of actuator sub-modules, wherein each of the plurality of actuator sub-module includes 
at least one of the plurality of actuators; and other limitations related to these features in 
combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. Also, there is no 
motivation to combine the Schoppers reference with the Tsuruta reference to meet these 
limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
